Canse Liveries Unhappy with Proposed Ruies 


A new compromise draft bill by the DNR to 
regulate canoes on Michigan rivers has been 
called unsatisfactory by the Michigan 
Recreational Canoeing Association. 

The association, which has eight major 
Grayling canoe liveries in its membership, said 
the draft bill is different from a compromise 
agreement reached last fall with the DNR. 

Roger Bielfuss, chairman of the association 
from Baldwin, pointed out three major areas of 
disagreement in the new proposed rules. 

He said where a compromise had been 
reached last fall on the number of canoes per- 
mitted in certain sections of streams, the DNR in 
the draft bill slipped in an automatic 15 reduction 
over three years in the numbers. 

Steve Southard, former president of the 
Grayling Area Canoe Livery Association, said 
the automatic reduction was unacceptable 


tions until liveries were forced out of business. 

Bielfuss said the new rules do not cover 
regulating private canoes. Southard said if the 
problem is the number of canoes on the rivers, 
then private canoes have to be regulated too. He 
said a lot of the increase of canoes on the 
AuSable and Manistee rivers in the last couple of 
years has been private canoes. 

The new draft also proposes to outlaw rental 
canoes during the first 15 days of the trout open- 
ing season. Livery owners contend that after 
opening weekend, fishing pressure drops during 
that period. Bielfuss said the DNR, with the 
proposed rules, is asking to eliminate all rental 
canoes during a time of year when fishing 
pressure is the lowest. 

Southard said the two biggest groups in- 
volved in the canoe regulations, the canoe 
liveries and Trout Unlimited, are both unhappy 


the proposed rules make it harder on canoe 
liveries and fishermen. Some time limits on sec- 
tions of the AuSable will require liveries to move 
their canoes and start then downstream farther. 
But starting them downstream farther will put 
them in other stretches of the river earlier. 


__The Michigan Recreational Canoeing Asso- 
ciation has instructed Bielfuss to return to the 
negotiation table and tell the DNR to stick to the 
compromise reached last fall. 

Under the proposed bill, the north branch of 
the AuSable and the mainstream north of Pollak 
Bridge will be closed to all watercraft. The 
Manistee River upstream from Cameron Road 
Bridge will also be closed to watercraft. 

On the AuSakle mainstream and south bran- 
ch and the Manistee, seasonal restrictions will be 
placed on the number of canoes in certain sec- 
tions.

Approximately 780 acres 
in Crawford County have 
been sprayed by the DNR in 
an attempt to save five 
young stands of jack pine 
from a budworm eating its 
way across northern lower 
Michigan. 

Two weeks ago, the 
chemical Sevin was sprayed 
from a plane onto 90 acres of 
jack pine in Grayling Town- 
ship and 690 acres in Lovells 
and Beaver Creek Township. 
Sevin is very non-toxic to 
mammals and birds, accord- 
ing to entomologist Ron 
Murray, of the DNR 
Forestry Division at 
Roscommon Region IJ head- 
quarters, 

Murray said the chemical 
is used on a wide variety of 
edible agricultural crops and 
it affects only certain insec- 
ts, 

The chemical was mixed 
with an oil base to help it 
stick to trees. Its effects last 
ten days and it leaves a low 
residual in the environment. 

Murray said the oil base 
also helped hold down any 
drifting during spraying.

780 Acres Sprayed in County 


Damp weather during the 
spraying also contributed to 
keep drifting during the 
spraying to a minimum. 
Winds were less than 10 
miles an hour during the 
spraying which took approx- 
imately 25-30 passes over an 
area during less than a half 
hour. 

The 90 acres in Grayling 
Townshin were sprayed hy 
the DNR following forest 
division recommendations to 
save the young stands of 
Jack Pine. The 690 acres in 
Lovells and Beaver Creek 
Township were sprayed to 
save young stands of jack 
pine to provide habitat for 
the Kirtland’s warbler, an 
endangered species. 

The stands of jack pine 
were planted trees and not 
stands of naturally  oc- 
curring growth. The areas 
sprayed for Kirtland’s war- 
bler did not have any birds

He 
said in two weeks the bug 
will be entering a growth 
stage of its life when it 
begins feeding heavily. 

The budworm easts the 
needles of jack pine and cuts 
off more than it can eat. The 
defoliation can kill or deform 
trees. Murray said a large 
number of trees will be 
turning brown in July when 
the bug begins feeding 
heavily.

School District will go to bat- 
tle again to keep land around 
Heart Lake from being tran- 
ferred to the Gaylord Com- 
munity Schools District. 

Crawford AuSable faced 
two property transfer hear- 
ings this week. On Tuesday, 
a hearing officer appointed 
by the State Board of 
Education re-examined a 
request from about 69 
property owners around 
Heart Lake to transfer their 
land to the Gaylord school 
system. 

Their request was 
originally denied by COOR 
and C.O.P._ intermediate 
school districts on Oct. 1, 
1980. A State Board of 
Education hearing officer 
later upheld the decision. 
They appealed to a circuit 
court which ordered a re- 


hearing because of 
irregularities in supporting 
documents and maps. 


The Crawford AuSable 
School Board passed a 


The budworm population 
usually peaks every ten 
years but the current large 
population has caused ex- 
tensive damage. The bug 
usually attacks jack pine 50 
years and older, and this 
time around in the pest’s 
cycle more jack pine stands 
have reached old age of 50- 
plus years. 

Last vear the pest hit 
about 550,000 acres,  in- 
cluding 154,000 acres of 
federal land, 160,000 acres of 
private land, and 237,000 
acres of state land. 

Murray said the budworm, 
Choristoneura pinus Free- 
man, is damaging mainly 
the same acres it hit last 
year in Crawford County. It 
apparently is hitting new

The Sarciivied Mind 
Romens §:5-11 

There are characteristics 
of the Spirit controlled mind 
which separate the carnal 
Christian from the spiritual 
Christian. 

If the Holy Spirit is in con- 
trol of his life, his mind will 
be centered on spiritual 
things instead of selfish 
things of the flesh. ‘‘For they 
that are after the flesh do 
mind the things of the flesh; 
but they that are after the 
spirit the things of the 
Spirit.” Romans 8:5. 

While the carnal mind is 
thinking about things which 
will pass away or end in 
destruction or death, 
spiritual mind is thinking 
about those things connected 
with eternal life and peace. 
“For to be carnally minded 
is death; but to be spirtually 
minded is life and peace.” 
Verse 6. 

The carnal mind is hostile 
to God and His Word, while 
the spiritual mind is subject 
to God’s word. ‘‘Because the 
carnal mind is enmity 
against God: for it is not 
subject to the law of God, 
neither indeed can be.” Ver- 
se7. 

The carnal mind strives to 
please self and the spiritual 
mind strives to please God. 
“So then they that are in the 
flesh cannot please God.” 
Verse 8. 

Every Christian has the 
capacity to be spiritually 
minded because the Holy 
Spirit endwells him. ‘‘But ye 
are not in the flesh, but in the 
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Spirit, if so be that the Spirit 
of God dwell in you. Now if 
any man have not the Spirit 
of Christ, he is none of his,” 
Verse 9. It is false doctrine to 
teach people that they must 
be baptized by the Holy 
Spirit after they are saved. 
One who does not have the 
Holy Spirit is not a Christian. 
One can have no more of the 
Holy Spirit than he has at 
salvation. The true question 
is not how much of the Holy 
Spirit do we have, but 
rather, how much of us does 
the Holy Spirit control or 
have. 

The spiritually minded 
christian realizes his body 
will never be free from the 
eifects ot sin in this life, so he 
stresses his relationship to 
the righteous life of the Holy 
Sprit who endwells him. 
‘And if Christ be in you, the. 
body is dead because of sin; 
but the Spirit is life because 
of righteousness,”’ Verse 10. 

The spiritually minded 
Christian has eternal 
security. He knows that this 
old body will be destroyed in 
death because of sin, but he 
awaits in confidence and 
hope the resurrection of the 
body to perfect sanctifica- 
tion and holiness at the 
return of our Lord Jesus

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The Legislature, rejecting charges 
they were attempting to confuse the 
voters, approved its own ballot 
proposal prohibiting automatic 
passthrough s to consumers, the 
higher costs of fuel or purchased 
power, 

Legislation, approved by both 
houses of the Legislature and if 
signed by the governor, is designed 
to go on the November ballot oppo- 
site an initiative proposal backed by 
the Michigan Citizens Lobby and 
Attorney General Frank J. Kelley. 

Both the measures would prohibit 
the practice of utilities automati- 
cally increasing rates to cover the 
costs of fuel and power. 

Both require hearings and ap- 
proval by the Public Service Com- 
mission, but a critical difference 
between the two proposals is that 
the Citizens Lobby proposal 
requires that only one rate hearing 
to be held at a time, while the legis- 
lative proposal permits several rate 


hearings from one utility 
simultaneously. 
Joseph Tuchinsky, executive 


director of the Citizens Lobby, said 
multiple hearings would only guar- 
antee that the utility rate hike 
requests would go through, because 
consumer advocates would ke 
unable to effectively challenge them. 

tlowever, Representative Thomas 
Anderson (D-Southgate), chairman 
of a legislative utility task force, 
said the utilities need the ability to 
hold simultaneous hearings so they 
can recover any sudden increased 
costs. 

Charges were levied during the 
legislative discussions that the 
proposal was only being put on the 
ballot opposite the Citizens Lobby 
one to confuse the voters, which of- 
ten leads voters to vote ‘‘no’’ on 
everything.

State May Enter Suit Against 
U.S. Department of Education 

Through the efforts of Attorney 
General Kelley, the state has 
petitioned the U.S. District Court 
for the District of Columbia to enter 
into a suit pending before the court 
bo force the federal Department of 
Hducation to use 1980 census data 
in allocating funds to the states, a 
move that will gain $18.4 million in 
federal school aid. 

Kelley is seeking to intervene in a 
case currently before the court test- 
ing the legality of the department’s 
decision to use 1970 census data 
rather than the updated 1980 cen- 
SUS. 

At issue is $2.4 billion in funds 
appropriated under the Education 
Consolidation and Improvement 
Act of 1981. 

The attorney general noted that 
the state was notified that it will 
receive approximately $93.6 million 
for the next school year. He predic- 
ted that if 1980 census figures are 
used, the state would be eligible for 
about $112 million. 

‘The intervention is necessary 
because the New York suit only. 
seeks relief for the states already in- 
volved in the court fight. 

Kelley noted that Michigan's legal 
claim is identical to that of the other 
states involved. 

If allowed to intervene, Kelley 
said he will argue the Department of 
Keducation failed to calculate aid 
payments as prescribed by the law 
which mandates use of “the most 
recent satisfactory data available 
from the Department of Commer- 
os 

The 1980 census shows Michigan 
having 263,508 eligible children 
compared to 1970 data of 220,485. 

“It is wholesale nonsense to con- 
duct the census every 10 years and 
not use it,’’ Kelley concluded.

Kirtland’s Warbler Population 
Down 14 Percent from 1981 


The Kirtland’s Warbler 
population is down 14 per- 
cent from the 1981 census. 
There were 200 singing male 
Kirtland’s Warblers counted 
during the June 4 to 15 cen- 
sus this year in Michigan. 
Last year, 232 males were 
counted. 

This decline was not 
altogether unexpected. In 
fact, it is expected that the 
population will remain at 
this low level or even decline 
a bit more until 1987. This is 
related to a continued 
decline in available habitat 
over the next 5 years. 

The counts were up in the 
younger jack pine habitats 
on the Huron National 
Forest and in the National 
Guard area. However, the 
counts were down in the 
aging habitats on the State 
Forests. They have also dis- 
appeared from several of the 


small, scattered areas 
imrougnout their nesting 
range. 


By 1987, the habitat that 
has been developed by the 
Michigan DNR and USDA 
Forest Service will become 
suitable. As part of this pro- 
gram, the Harrisville 
Ranger District will conduct 
a prescribed burn, weather 
permitting, late this summer

on a 200 acre site. After the 
burn, which prepares the 
site and reduces slash, the 
area will be planted. After 6 
to lO years of growth, the site 
begins to take on the charac- 
teristics favored for nesting 
by Kirtland’s Warblers. 
They may utilize the site for 
approximately 12-14 years 
before the jack pine becomes 
too tall to provide adequate 
shelter. Consequently, 
creation of new nesting 
habitat has to be a continual 
on-going program if the 
species is to survive. As the 
Michigan DNR and Huron- 
Manistee National Forests 
continue to make more 
habitat —_ available, the 
population of Kirtiand’s 
Warblers should begin to in- 
crease,
